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VEGETATION 


The Lander River —- Lake Surprise area is an unusual 
area of vegetation and most strikingly shows the effects 
of the absence of grazing cattle.

LAKE SURPRISE COMPLEX 


This complex consists of a flat plain of white- 
grey sandy clay loam or clay soils. The vegetation 
is a tussock grass-sedge-land with an open uniform 


tree cover of Eucalyptus papuana interspersed with 
clumps of Acacia victoriae and a perennial composite. 


This is probably the only type of perennial tussock 
grass-sedge-land now in existence in the southern 
N.T. as all other similar areas have undergone 
change,and in some cases deterioration,due to the 
combined influence of drought and grazing by cattle. 


ECOTONE COMPLEX 


The Lake Surprise area is surrounded by a sand-dune 
complex and between the dunes & the tussock grass- 
sedge land there exists an ecotone area in which 
there are a number of localized plant communities. 
These smaller localized areas may be dominated by 
either a Cassia - Helichrysum - Abutilon community 
or a hummock grass (Triodia - Plectrachne) 
community. 


SAND-DUNE COMPLEX 


The sand-dunes of this area appear to vary consider- 
ably in their botanical composition. Some near the- 
floodout areas of Lake Surprise are quite diverse 

in species whilst the big dune on the north-east 
face had very little diversity. This lack of 
diversity may be the result of fire. The dominant 
shrub-tree species on the dunes were Eucalyptus 
setosa, Acacia torulosa, and the perennial hummock 
grass Triodia pungens & Plectrachne sp. 


At present the dunes appear to be relatively stable, 
although to the north-west there are groups of 
heavily disturbed dunes which are probably 
restablilizing. 


Fire obviously has at times nearly denuded the 
big dune but the regeneration of shrubs & grasses 
from old root stock probably assists in maintain- 
ing its stability. 


Whilst that dune is maintained as a single wall 
there should be no encroaching into Lake Surprise 
but if this should be broken,then the Lake Surprise 
complex would undergo drastic change and the 
mobility and instability occurring at either end 
of the lake increase in area. 


4. LAKE SURPRISE FLOOD-OUT ZONES 


The flood-out zones of Lake Surprise have a 
distinctly different flora to the main lake. The 
dominant species are the shrubs Melaleuca spp. & 
Acacia spp., the perennial grasses Eulalia fulva, 
Triodia & Plectrachne and a few trees of 

Eucalyptus camaldulensis, & E. brevifolia. The 
soils of these areas are alluvial sands and in some 
places over a metamorphic siliceous rock. Most of 
the ephemeral plant species are seen here. 


5.  WATERHOLES 


The waterholes are distinctly non-saline which is 
rather unusal for an internal drainage system and 
are virtually dominated by the aquatic fern Marsilea. 
These areas are surrounded by spinifex hummocks, 
Melaleuca spp. and one grass and one sedge species. 


These waterholes are mostly atypical of moist 
habitats in the central Australian arid zones. 
The majority of these central Australian "swamp" 
habitats are saline and carry a diverse flora all 


showing adaptations to survival under saline 
conditions. 


GENERAL SUMMARY 


The Lake Surprise - Lander River Complex is probably a 
relict area isolated from influences such as cattle 
grazing, tramping, & human disturbances, by the present 
system of sand-dunes. The vegetation of the Lake 
probably is the only example of a climax perennial 
tussock grass-sedge -land.

It is also an important zone in that it is an area 
containing tropical species at their southern limits 
and temperate - arid species at their northern limits. 


The Lake Surprise - Lander River Area is the only site 
on the whole of the Tanami Desert Sanctuary where there 
is a diversity of plant habitats, viz. 


(1) Rock pools 
(2) Watercourses 


(3) Clay pans 


(4) Perennial tussock sedge-grass-land 
(almost an open savannah type of vegetation) 


(5) Sand-dune - watercourse association 
(6) Sand-dune - claypan association 


(7) Major & minor dune fields - SURE OMACY Lake & 
watercourses. 


The only habitat not found in this area is the rocky 
outcrop or small hill system which is found mostly in 
the centre of the Tanami Sanctuary. 


The Tanami Sanctuary for the most part is an area of 
almost homogeneous spinifex - shrub sand-plain vegetation 
and only in the Lake Surprise - Lander River Area is 
there any diversity of habitats. 


For this reason alone the area should be preserved as 
a scientific reserve.
